Dr, Joseph Perrish sald that the animesa of the
resolition was well understood, 1t was a disposi-
tion to shirk the guestion. Let us take the vole at
once,

The motion te roefer to the county socteties was
then putto the vote and lost,

I'ne question then recurred to the motion of Dr,
Parrish.

Profesgor Giross gald that the question was
whether we should consult with female practitionera,
and sadmit them on the floor of this house a8
equale,. 1 am not guite certein of my own ldentity as
1 stand on this foor. 1 am not certaln whether I am
A man or a woman. The times appear to be upaide
down. The female {8 trying to usurp the place of
the male, and the male striving to give place to the
feminle, How does this thing come to pass? Poll-
ticlans and stropg-minded women are at the rootof
it for thelr own gellish purposes, (Greéat applanses)
The Sorosls alsterg are pgtalking through the land,
and striviog to place themselves (o all positions now
held gy the men, What is the tendeney of all this?
A total subversion of all principles of morality and
religion, (Ienewed applanse.)

Wowan pure and aodeflied {9 entitiad to all the
reverence which can be paid to her, But when sae
subverts hessell T pity her, What 1s the Woman's
College? Anoutgrowih of thig unprovement, What
18 the need of 8 Women's College?  Are all the
teachers women? No. Are nob gowe of them gentle-
men? 1 pity the gentlemen the scntiment which
pro;mupts them to accept such a situstion, 1 do not
object to wonan studylog medicine, but if I had my
way 1 would limit her 1o the pecaliar branches
to which pature has assigned her—obstetrics and
the diseases of chlldren. I she becomes a genern!
practitioner she overateps her boundaries. For
these branches she 8 pecullarly fitted, Let hor
study medicine if she wishes i, but let not those
who are members of the present associations pravoe
trajtora to those to whom they owe loyalty. There are
geven well-known medicdl gentlemen wilo are pro.
fegsors in the Woman's College, One of them |s
the president of the American Association. They
consult with the women, 50 we can say that so far
a8 Philadelphiia 18 concerned this gquestion of con-
sultation 15 practically settled. This Is in opposi-
tion to the roles of the bodies 1o which they belong.
Why, then, have the members of those bodies the
morel courage o expel them? These gentlemen
will not withdraw, but wish us to expel them, ey
wish to become martyrs, We will not expel them,
becpuse we do not want to make them martyrs, We
did not ever intend to expel them, If 1 had in-
fringed the rales of the socléty to which 1 belongid,
I would have modesty enough to withdraw, In this
issue, If we let these gentlemenioe we ackuowledge
the evil, Then, what are we todo?

This female medical college ins been before the
community for several yeurs. It lias estavlished ius
reputation. but only educated a few practitioners.
They have done nothing for the cause of sclenoe us
yet. 'Would it not be better for them to wait until
they had done something of worth before they ask
to be admitted as equals? When that time comes
we may think differently. In Paris they had several
women doctors who devoted their whole time to
obstetric practioe. They bocame experts in thelr
pecallar brapch, and were consulted by all the lead-
g physicians, Has Amerca produced g@oy women
lke these? Noj and (£ will not have for gome timo
10 come,

I was present about 4 vear ago at a clinle in the
hospiial when the amputation of a hip joint was per-
furmed. Some three hundred men were presont,
and abont nine young women, ‘There they sat and
witnessed the necessary exposure of the perts with.
out a blush apon their checks  What prompted
taem to 8it there? Oaly a spleit of prurient curi=
osity, They could never hiave expected themselves
1o perform the operation. 1 saw on another occa-
slon, in the University of Peunsylvanla, women
sitting throughout a clipic without a blush, where a
man was lniroduced iuto the amphitheatre who
wes ocovered with the most  horrid  sores,
Now, Mr, President, would vou allow any of those
women Lo enter your house and familinrly associate
with your wife or daughters ?

We are lUving, it is sald, o an age of progress, We
are very much regarded, i1 to be feared, as ol
fogles, Butcan it be proved that I have ever been
& bar Lo Any progress when It 18 in the right direc-
tlon? A locomoiive (8 progressing when it rens off
the teack, but it s in a wrong direction,

We had an allusion yesterday to the Africgn. May
1 say a word upou that? 1 eympathize with the co-
lored man, and always have. 1 have pitied
him when bhe was In & stale of slavery,
1 lived in a slave State. The ocolored man
i8 now free, and he tools studylog medicine, His
<lulms for admission into the Medical Assoolation
a'e on the sawe grounds as these of the women. |
think that the time has hardly come (o mest thls
1ssue vel, thongh we will surely have to al some
day. We &re surely folnguluwn Lo meet i, Batthe
colored man is hardly in 4 copditdon as yet to force
the guestion. He 18 unedncated. He has not as yet
coutributed one tota of knowledge Lo the general
stock. His claims are pressed now by unprincipled
{ml:ut-lnns for private ends, [ hate politicians.

Vien he has shown his claims and asks for them
himself, then we will nmieet the 18sue,

The hour of 12 having arrived, the speclal order
Wwas postponed for one hour,

Dr. Atlee, of Washington, in reply to Professor
Gross, sald that he had been placed (n & false posi-
tion, which was very unpleassot, The question
whether the female s capable of becoming a physi-
¢lan 18 not now before us, but whether tfle gradi-
ates of n regularly chartered Insttation shall be
placed on the same footing as the graduates of any
other eollege. Dr. Gross has not used one argument
on the guestion before us, Are we 10 make these
gradaates subservient to the code of ethice, or shall
wée make them irregualar?

If we do the latter | do not wonder that they
should become Abortonists, or what 8 Its equiva-
lent. 1 agree with the Doctor In many things con-
cerning the practicability of female physiclans, bat
1 want those plready in the neld to be made amenas-
ble 1o the code of ethics, and then if they transgress
a8 abortioniats | want them puanpished, The (ues-
tion 18 whether they have the same prima ficie
right to become physiclans as we have, and I hope
that no side lssues like the mixed ¢linic guestion
will become mingled with i, If we conkinue to
exclade the female practitioners we make them
martyrs, aud turn public sentiment entirely 1o their
favor,

Dr, Gross sald that no side lssues had been in-
ciaded, Last winter when she mixed clinles were
held the managers of the hospital sppealed to the
contributors, and the mixed clinlcs were stopped
This is the public sentiment,
of Puiladgiphia,

Professor Tralle Green, of Easton, said that Pro-
fessor Gross spoiis his owa argument b stating at
ihe outsst thal he was not cerialn whether he was o
male or female, He saysalso that this movement is
an offéet of the Sorosis. Why, sir, this movement
exlsted long before the Sorosie, The Itallan schools
long ego had chairs for female educstion. And
beufdes. the women have shown themselves worthy
ol admission. She has done much for the cause of
selence. It hag been sald that there 18 no toward-
fce in the want of spirit to expel the gentleman, 1
bay that thure i great cowardive in your action,

vou shonld repeal the law that has been violated,
or you will lose prestige by Keeplng upon your statute

At this polot there was great disorder
In the house, and 1t was some time before a vote
conld be tuken, The vote wus taken, but could not
be ascertalned,

Tue ayes and nays being called for, the result was
as follows:—Ayes, G6i; nays, 4%, This lays thesub-
ject on the table, The snnonnecement of the result
was received with prolonged applause,

T'hus ends the prolonged diseussion on the woman
fquestion for the present, terminated as it was in
rather a questionable manner.

The special order of the day, the reading of a
papeér on Insanity, was indefinitely postponed.,

After the announcement of the result of the vote,
the society ngjourned until 4 P, M,

“Live Ingines™ —Spotted Tall, Swift Bear; Fnst
e.-_ir. nnd cllow Halr — The sealpors’
Arrival Here—They are Shown Around Town.
Last night, at about 1150 o'clock, there arrived at
the Continental Hotel the four celebrated Indians
who have been visiting Washington on a peace mis-
slon. Accompanying them was their intarpreter,
Charles E Greene,and D, ©C, Poole, U. 8 A, The
party entered by the Ninth street hallway, and,
walking direct up to the oflice-counter, their nemes
were registered for them, thelr roomsa allotted, and
turning they quickly seated thomselves in the ele-
vator, and were holsted opstaird,.  To describe them
is scarcely posaible. They are well-built, muscniar-
looking men, with the distinotive promiuence of
check peculiar to the Indian, and wear their halr
long, with their scalp-locks prominently arraogedl
They all wear leggings, moccasing, shirts, and hlan-
Keta, that of "Spotted Tatl” being partly colored red
and partly black., The others atre biack,

The two first namend are noted chieftaing of the
Brule tribe of Bloux, the others are warriora and
belong to the Dacotahs, This morning they sroero
taken in charge by My Willlam Welsh aod con-
dacted to the Mint, where they were showa arouid
hy the Director, Governor Pollock, and Colmnel
Snaywden. They were first taken into the Direclor's
room, when the Governor, inaneat lttle gpeech,
presented “Spotted Tall” and “Swift Dear” with
sllver Washington memorinl medals, and "“Fas®
Bear” and *“Yellow Iaie” with Lineoin aad
Grant medals, I'he Indiana at drst kKonew
not whut use to make of the medals, and their
Interpreter informed the Governor that it woald be
belt to perforate them sod attach ribbhons to tham,
which was done, aod the presonts wore then nung
around thelr necks. The aburigines appaared Lo be
considerahly tiekled by this aiile Kindnesa,
smiled and **ough-onghed” at allvely rate. They
were then condnoted through the different depart-
mentz, On being shown in one of the yaults 4 hox
containing BT000 in goid bars, “Spotied Tall” re
marked *“that It was ol that the Groat Father nad
#0 much money, and dor't pay us any better or norg
regular™

Being taken into the Assaying Department titey
were sliown several exXpetimeonts, and the dovernor
showed them the process of separating &tlver from
water.
“Spotted Tall" remarked, “You ghow us how you do
ity but you don't teach us'" On entering the adjnst-
Ing room, the employes in which are all females, the
“Yapalpers” seewed Eomewhnt tiekied, and *“*Spotted
Twl™ made the following little speech of his own
volitlon :—""We have beon looking at gold, and it is
very handsome; but we would rather be here with
the squaws.”

The women, none of whom comprehended a word
of what he sald, were all very inuch pleased with
the compliment. The visitors eyed the gold and
gilver Keenly, and seemed to think that the Great
Father (Grant) was the owner of it all, but they did
not compliment him for any liberality, Inthe coln-
gge department they were presented with five-cent
pleces by Colonel Snowden, and e also gave each
a sliver dollar. From thelr facial expressions, we
Jjudged that they evidently thought that the Colonel
was a “briek.”

Sapotted Tall,” who appears Lo be a ahrewd Indian,
geemed to take great lonterest o the visiy, and
watched eversthing closely,  From the Mint tie
“Iair-lifters™ were taken o gee “Sheridan’s Ride,”
and hear Mr. Roberts recite the poem, but they let
fall po expression o8 to their being pleased or dis-
pleased with the arrangewent, From the gallery
they were taken to the Union League, aud thenee to
the State House stecple, la front of which & crowd
of some 5000 people had agsembled to see the ¢op-
per-colored visitors, After heing showr the
from the bell-tower, they took their carriages for the
hotel. ‘T'he *‘braves” leave for the West to-night,
In thelr movements they are pecaliarly Indlan—slow,
methodleal, and immobjle,
